Anyone who filed a declara­ 
tion on or before September 15 
but who under-estimated his tax 
substantially—20 per cent In the 
case of a non-farmer, or 
in the case of a fanner—should 
rile an amended declaration by 
December IS to avoid penalties 
prescribed by law for such sub- 
statial underestimates. The spec­ 
ial provisions relative to farmers 
will apply to all persons who ex­ 
pect that at least 80 per cent of 
their total estimated gross in- 
j come from all sources will be from 
farming. 
The other persons who must file 
by December 15 are those who did 
not file In September because they 
anticipated that their income for 
the year would not be sufficient 
to require filing but who now find 
that their income will be high 
enough to require filing a de 
cla ration. 
“Extensive efforts have been 
made to provide farmers with all 
the information they will need to 
complete this filing, and I have 
instructed the Collectors' offices 
to give every possible assistance 
to farmers," Commissioner Han- 
5 negan said. 
“Many farmers already have the 
forms which were sent them in 
August. These forms are still good 
and may be used. Any farmers 
needing more forms, however, will 
be supplied promptly upon re­ 
quest to the Collectors. 
“In addition, any farmer who 
desires to make a precise estimate, 
for which Form 1040F (Schedule 
of Farm Income and Expenses) is 
useful, may also get these forms 
from Collectors. However, fanners 
desiring onl yto approximate their 
tax—within the permissible 33 vi ’/< 
*nargin of error—will find the 
simplified worksheet, which is sup- 
plied to all taxpayers, adequate 
for this purpose." 
Farmers and others filing de­ 
clarations for the first time will 
find that the form provides credit 
for any tax paid this year on ac­ 
count of their 1942 income tax 
and also for any taxes withheld 
from wages.
